News in Legal Advertising 
Buried in what may seem to be 
an obscure corner of the newspaper 
is a sm all advertisem ent. It may 
be only a few lines. It is a public 
notice, som etim es known as legal 
or official advertising. These notices j 
are common to practically all news- ; 
papers of general circulation. 
Such a notice m ay be from an 
individual to say th at en and after 
a given date he will not be respon­ 
sible for any debts other than those 
contracted by hints lf. It m ay be a 
a airling 
to a1! 
persons 
holding 
claims against an estate to present 
them for settlem ent. It may be a 
notice of election, 
or 
of the ap­ 
pointm ent of a guardian, or of a 
public improvem ent, or of the im - I 
pending 
purchase 
of 
supplies 
or 
equipm ent for a public agency or ! 
service. There are hundreds of var­ 
ieties. 
In every case these notices a r e » 
required or perm itted by law-. As 
such they are im portant. T he law 
often fixes the form in w hich they j 
shall appear, the size of the type j 
to be used and th e 
rate 
to 
be 
charged. T his also account^ for the 
location and appearance of these I 
notices. 
T o paraphrase 
an 
old saying, 
"there's news in them th ar notices - I 
—news of friends, 
neighbors and 
acquaintances, news of public a f - 1 
fairs, and news (hat imay A ffect you 
as an individual or the com m unity ,
